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PLANS TO SWITCH 
OFF STREET LIGHTS 

Councillors condemn cost cutting proposals as a 'licence for crime' 
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PROPOSALS to save 
money by switching off 
street lights in hundreds of 
residential streets across 
Dorset have been con¬ 
demned as “a licence for 
crime”. 

Weymouth and Portland 
councillors have just been 
asked for their views on 
the idea and for comments 
on any street they feel 
should be exempt from the 
possible switch-off. 

But the lighting cuts pro¬ 
posal contained in a letter 
from county principal en¬ 
gineer Rod Mainstone has 
horrified some members. 

Portland councillor Mar¬ 
garet Leicester, who repre-

sents Tophill East, said she 
was “appalled” at the sug¬ 
gestion which could save 
£150,000 annually while 
also reducing carbon emis¬ 
sions. 

Mrs Leicester said: “The 
idea seems to be to reduce 
the time residential streets 
are lit by switching lights 
off between midnight and 
5.30am in winter and mid¬ 
night and 6.30am in sum¬ 
mer. 

She said the proposal 
would retain main road 
street lighting but switch 
off lights on all residential 
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streets except those where 
a special case was made. 

She added that council¬ 
lors had been told that the 
big switch-off was being 
considered because of cuts 
in funding received from 
central government and the 
county council was asking 
members for their “con¬ 
structive input” including 
recommendations for those 
streets where they felt 
lighting should be retained. 

“I am very concerned be¬ 
cause this is bound to affect 
community safety and I 
fear it will be a licence for 
crime,” continued Council¬ 
lor Leicester. 

“I have an elderly per¬ 
sons’ accommodation area 
in my ward and bungalows 
with elderly people living 
in them who may feel 
threatened by this idea 
which we are being asked 
for an opinion on but which 
the county council has ap¬ 
parently already agreed to 
in principle. 

“After midnight, espe¬ 
cially at weekends, many 
people are returning home 
after a night out and they 
could be very vulnerable to 
attack if there are suddenly 
a great many more streets 
in darkness. 

“The county council 
needs to seriously rethink 
its proposal and preferably 


scrap it altogether.” 

Community safety 
spokesman Councillor Ian 
James said: “Just the 
thought of plunging resi¬ 
dential streets into darkness 
sends a chill up my spine. 

“Crime thrives in the 
dark and criminals will 
love any measure which 
makes their offences easier 
to commit. 

“I understand the need 
for the county council to 
make savings, but surely 
there are better areas than 
this to consider because it 
will frighten many resi¬ 
dents.” 

Transport spokesman 


Councillor Christine James 
said: “Switching some res¬ 
idential street lights off 
could pose real problems 
with roads and pavements 


in the state they currently 
are. We need to get them 
sorted out first before any 
talk of switching off the 
means to see them.”

Grocers in Beaminster with her partner Neil 
Judd. 

Former German and French teacher, Paula 
opened the shop last February and has been 
on a steep learning curve as she gets to grips 
with running her first business. 

Paula moved to Dorset in 2000 and has lived 
in Bridport and Broadwindsor before moving 
to Beaminster. In her career as a teacher she 
worked short-term contracts at both Bud- 
mouth Technology College in Weymouth and 
Woodroffe Secondary School in Lyme Regis, 
she also worked a s a supply teacher for Col- 
fox School in Bridport. 

Paula's three children, Morgan, 17, Conal, 14 
and Ronan eight all attend school in Beamin¬ 
ster. 

Paula loves to travel and has spent time liv¬ 
ing in Malaysia, West Africa, Portugal and Ger¬ 
many. 


■ WHAT made you make the break from teaching? 

I decided I’d rather do something different and always 
talked about running a food shop. This is the first time 
I’ve run a shop and it’s a steep learning curve. We’ve al¬ 
ways talked about how it would be great to have a shop 
selling all this stuff we have always bought. In fact we 
are selling a lot of stuff that we didn’t really know about 
before having the shop so it’s been really interesting. 

■ WHAT is the ethos of your shop? 

The focus is on wholefoods and as many local products 
as possible. We believe in supporting local communities 
and food should ideally come from as close as possible. 
We have got a lot of Dorset, Devon and Cornwall prod¬ 
ucts which we class as fairly local. We also try to provide 
a service whereby we order things for customers as well, 
if somebody wants something particular we will order it 
in for them. 

■ WHAT superfoods would you recommend? 

I’d say that everything we’ve got is good food because 
it’s free from additives and fillers. I don’t particularly be¬ 
lieve in faddish superfoods really, we sell beetroot juice 
because it’s supposed to be wonderful but I’m not really 
a superfoods sort of person. I’m more committed to good 
quality food which hasn’t got any junk in it and I think if 
you follow a varied diet of wholefoods you are going to 
be a healthy person. We sell lots of treats too like choco¬ 
late and alcohol, it’s not just the healthy food. 



■ HOW have the community reacted to your ar¬ 
rival? 

Initially I think a lot of people were quite cautious and 
they didn’t really know what wholefoods meant. People 
came gradually and now we have got quite a lot of regu¬ 
lar customers who come in and that’s been a really good 
part of the whole experience really. We met some really 
nice people and it’s really nice to talk to people, I think 
that’s a really important part of local community life re¬ 
ally and I think people like to share stories and chat. 
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■ ARE you glad you stopped teaching? 

Yeah, teaching is really enjoyable but some aspects of the 
job aren’t quite so enjoyable, the crowd control element 
takes up quite a lot of your energy as a teacher. Some¬ 
times I miss it. I miss using German because I love Ger¬ 
man, it’s my passion, but it was quite hardwork and quite 
frustrating. This is more satisfying I would say. 

■ WHAT is the biggest lesson you have learnt in 
business? 

Initially working out what we needed to buy in terms of 
furniture and how to stock the shop and ways to bring in 
more business. For example we added the ice cream 
freezer because we thought that would be a good seller 
and then we got an alcohol license because we thought 
would be good. I suppose it’s been a steep curve in learn¬ 
ing what sells and what doesn’t. Lots of good experiments 
and lots of bad ones. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

I would say Kate Adie because she is very brave and very 
intelligent. Liam Neeson, because I’ve always had a bit 
of a soft spot for him and Hugh Dennis, because he is so 
funny. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

The CD is one we have in the shop and it’s 1,000 northern 
soul tracks, because I love northern soul. The book I’m 
currently reading is a collection of Irish short stories ed¬ 
ited by Aaron Enright. The last film was ghost, about a 
ghost-writer with Ewan McGregor who played the role 
brilliantly.

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Mum fears for the 
future of school 
crossing patrols 


A NGRY Weymouth 
mother Helen Toft 
claims children’s 
lives will be lost if Dorset 
County Council slashes 
funding for scores of lol¬ 
lipop ladies. 

She has launched a coun¬ 
tywide campaign to try 
and save 65 posts threat¬ 
ened by county plans to 
save £200,000 from its 
budget which could be 
confirmed at a full council 
meeting on February 17th. 

Mrs Toft wants to change 
councillors’ minds and is 
furious at county sugges¬ 
tions that somehow 
schools and local commu¬ 
nities will assume respon¬ 
sibility for funding lollipop 
ladies. 

She said it would cost 
her local Holy Trinity 
school in Weymouth 
£10,000 and added: “The 
county also seems to be 


suggesting that, if funding 
is not possible, people will 
come forward and volun¬ 
teer to put their life in dan¬ 
ger in all weathers to 
provide this service. 

“We all know that this is 
a nonsense, but once the 
deed is done DCC can 
point to us and say we had 
the chance to continue the 
service and failed.” 

She pointed out that even 
if Holy Trinity and other 
schools could find funding 
for 2011 they still faced 
the problem of funding for 
2012 and future years. 

Mrs Toft said: “I can 
foresee that once this serv¬ 
ice is lost we will never get 
it back. 

“I run a daily walking 
bus service to Holy Trinity 
School in Weymouth and 
crossing Buxton Road on 
Friday morning in dark

ANGRY campaigners battling to save 65 lollipop patrols from the axe claim a 
county council offer to extend the consultation period is "meaningless". 

The authority has been widely condemned for the cost cutting proposals 
which planned to stop funding ten patrols this summer and to scrap 
the remaining 55 by the end of the year. 

South Dorset MP Richard Drax joined calls for the council to 
think again and its response to public criticism has been to ex¬ 
tend the consultation period until March 2012 to give com¬ 
munities more time to work out how patrols might be 
continued. 

But Helen Toft, who is running a campaign to save the lol¬ 
lipop service, was unimpressed. 

She said: "Extending the consultation period will just 
mean three extra months for volunteers not to come for¬ 
ward and there will still be no money available in local com¬ 
munities or schools to fund this service. 

"Is it fair that, if by some slim chance one school manages to find funding and their 
children are safe, that another school in a more deprived area might be unable to 
find funding or, by the nature of the area, volunteers and the children there are 
knocked down and injured or killed?" 


nearly horizontal rain just 
made me realise that any 
small child wearing nor¬ 
mal clothing would not be 
seen in those conditions 
and without the crossing 
patrol there will be dead 
children on our roads. 

“Without patrols in place 
people will revert to taking 
their children to school in 
cars to guarantee their safe 
arrival. This is hardly en¬ 
couraging sustainable 
travel to and from school 
under the 2006 Education 
and Inspections Act. 

“I have sent emails to all 
schools across Dorset with 
crossing patrols asking all 
parents, neighbours, teach¬ 
ers and most importantly 
children to sign a petition 
that should be returned to 
me so I can present it to 
county before they sit 
down and formally adopt 
these proposed cuts. 

“I know that cuts must be 
made and that county will 
say that ultimately it is the 
responsibility of parents to 
get their child safely to 
school but that flies in the 
face of everything that a 
civilised society should be 
about, looking after the 
young and vulnerable.” 

A county council 
spokesman said they were 
not legally obliged to pro¬ 
vide a school crossing 
service and added that it 
was not proposed to with¬ 
draw that service, just 
funding for patrol salaries. 


If the community could 
find funding for a patrol 
then the patrol site would 
remain “active”. 

The spokesman pointed 
out that the ultimate re¬ 
sponsibility for children’s 
safety rested with parents 
or carers. 

Should the community 
wish to take over financ¬ 



ing a patrol, then the 
county council claimed it 
would only cost £1,000- 
£1,300 per term.

“It is very important that the 
Criminal Justice System is as open 
as possible in order that the com¬ 
munity’s confidence is maintained 
in one of the best legal systems in 
the world.” 


To further celebrate this momen¬ 
tous occasion there will be a serv¬ 
ice of commemoration at St Peter’s 
Church, Dorchester at 12:30pm to 
which everyone is cordially in¬ 
vited.

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Development at Brewers 
Quay gets the go ahead 


PLANNERS have backed a major 
scheme which will redevelop and 
transform Weymouth’s Brewers 
Quay complex. 

Proposals include an 85-bed 
hotel, five holiday apartments, 
eight flats, a much larger home for 
Weymouth Museum, shops and a 
restaurant-cafe and drinking estab¬ 
lishment. 

Members of Weymouth and Port¬ 
land planning committee were told 
that more than 40 people had con¬ 
cerns, most about the possible in¬ 
clusion of a supermarket within the 
scheme, but developers Brewers 
Quay LLP had given a legal under¬ 
taking that this wouldn’t happen. 

Other residents were in favour of 
the plans which they said were “an 
exciting opportunity for the town” 
while Weymouth Museum chair¬ 
man Roger Dalton said it doubled 
their space and offered the mu¬ 


seum a “sustainable future”. 

He added it would enable staff to 
display the collection in chrono¬ 
logical order with sections on ge¬ 
ology, archaeology, the Romans, 
the Saxons, the Danes and the me¬ 
dieval period while also including 
displays to celebrate one of the 
finest brewing halls in Britain. 

Mr Dalton said: “This is truly an 
opportunity to build a unique mu¬ 
seum which will be the envy of the 
county.” 

Architect David Shaw said the 
condition of the buildings had de¬ 
teriorated and the proposals repre¬ 
sented “a considerable 
opportunity” to secure their long 
term future. 

There would be more parking, in¬ 
cluding more spaces for the hotel, 
he said, in what was “an exciting, 
vibrant and sustainable scheme”. 

Members agreed and chairman 


Councillor Peter Farrell said: “We 
know 2011 is going to be a really 
tough year but we have an appli¬ 
cant prepared to invest here to the 
tune of millions. It is a good 
scheme, it is inward investment for 
the town.” 

Councillor Anne Kenwood said 
she was “very, very impressed with 
this” and very pleased for Wey¬ 
mouth Museum because it was an 
opportunity to see more of its his¬ 
toric artefacts. 

Deputy Mayor Councillor Gra¬ 
ham Winter said: “I think it is re¬ 
ally exciting and its bringing the 
buildings back into the 21 st cen¬ 
tury. 

The meeting then unanimously 
agreed to delegate approval for the 
scheme to officers subject to nearly 
20 conditions including parking 
and no supermarket. 


Civic society regains strength after

The meeting had to be

Brooke, John Kemble, 
Eileen O’Brien, Robbie 
Robertson, Sarah Sandford 
and John Shepherd as new 
executive committee 
members. 

Frances Kirby, one of the 
three committee members 
to resign, tried to give a 
presentation during the 


meeting explaining their 
departures, but members 
voted heavily in favour of 
delaying her comments 
until after the meeting. 

She did speak later and 
told members that the res¬ 
ignations had only come 
because of their “serious 
concerns” over the gover¬ 
nance of the society. 

They had attempted to 
get action taken for some 
time without success to 
deal with those concerns 
and to get the society run 
in “a legal and fair way”, 
she said. 

She highlighted worries 
over banking procedures 
before treasurer Pauline 
Crump told members that 
the society had been “over¬ 
taken by technology” and 
that internet banking was 
now “a necessity” because 
it was no longer viable to 
have cheques with two sig¬ 
natories as many places no 
longer accepted cheques. 

She added that a report 
on the whole situation had 
been prepared for the soci¬ 
ety’s December 6th meet¬ 
ing, but the report could 
not be presented because 
the resignations prevented 
the meeting from being 
held. 

The meeting was then as¬ 
sured that all accounts had 
been professionally exam¬ 
ined and were satisfactory. 

Society president Pru 
Bollam said: “I am pleased 
that the executive commit¬ 
tee has regained its 
strength, particularly with 
such broad experience 
among the new members. I 
now hope we can move 
forward confidently to deal 
with issues facing us such 
as the Olympics.”

Seafront kiosks get 
go ahead after a row 
about their design

PERMISSION has been 
granted for two dual 
servery catering kiosks on 
Weymouth seafront despite 
some complaints that they 
look like “rusting Anderson 
shelters”. 

Applicant Darren Dead- 
man told a meeting of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
planning committee that 
council guidelines to him 
had been for a contempo¬ 
rary architectural approach 
which his design was “fully 
compliant” with. 

He said the kiosks with 
external decking and steps 
to the beach would enable 
customers to be served on 
the promenade and the 
sands which would help 
“create renewed energy and 
interest in our town”. 

But some people dis¬ 
agreed and Weymouth 
Civic Society treasurer 
Pauline Crump said it was 
“not a quality project” and 
she personally felt the 
kiosks looked like “rusting 
Anderson shelters”. 

She added that the kiosks 
were “overbearing” while 
others said they were out of 
keeping with the area and 


would mar views of the 
coast. 

But councillors said they 
fully supported the scheme 
and Councillor Jean 
Woodward said: “They are 
looking to the future to 
change Weymouth for the 
better and take it forward.” 

Councillor Anne Ken¬ 
wood said she didn’t par¬ 
ticularly like the design but 
backed the Deadmans 
keeping their beach busi¬ 
ness going, adding that “it 
is something which can be 
taken away if it doesn’t 
serve purpose”. 


Deputy Mayor Council¬ 
lor Graham Winter said it 
was “a significant im¬ 
provement” on existing 
kiosks. 

Chairman Councillor 
Peter Farrell said the coun¬ 
cil had given the applicants 
a clear idea of what they 
wanted and he found it “in¬ 
congruous” that they were 
getting criticised for 
“doing what we asked”. 

He added that “we 
should be welcoming them 
with open arms” and col¬ 
leagues then voted 9-1 in 
favour of the scheme.

Harbour fuel regulations 

SMALL road tankers which supply diesel fuel from 
Weymouth quayside for leisure and commercial 
boats are to be licensed. 

The move was suggested when Weymouth Har¬ 
bour Board was given a report outlining the need 
for such controls of"a potentially hazardous activity" 
to bring Weymouth in line with current legislation 
and good practice. 

The meeting approved measures which will mean 
that only fuel road tankers licensed to trade will be 
permitted to provide diesel fuel to boats in the har¬ 
bour. 

Chairman Councillor Peter Farrell said that regulat¬ 
ing matters through licensing and a code of conduct 
seemed "the sensible way forward". 

Harbour Master Captain Peter Mole said that a 
meeting had been held with tanker representatives 
which had been"constructive"in agreeing a way for¬ 
ward. 

Mr Farrell said that several people supplied fuel so 
a lot of consultation would be needed to arrive at a 
fair conclusion, but that was not the driver because 
safety was the prime consideration.

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Anger over proposed library closures 


STRONG criticism has been lev¬ 
elled at proposals to scrap cash 
support for 20 libraries across 
Dorset. 

The idea forms part of sweeping 
county council budget cut pro¬ 
posals which will hit libraries at 
many sites including Littlemoor 
and Wyke Regis in Weymouth, 
Tophill and Underhill on Portland 
and at Chickerell. 

Other libraries which face losing 
county cash support include 
Beaminster, Burton Bradstock, 


Charmouth, Crossways, Lyme 
Regis, Puddletown, Wool and 
Sturminster Newton. 

Weymouth and Portland leisure 
spokesman Councillor Roger 
Allen opposed the potential li¬ 
brary closures which must still be 
confirmed at a crucial county 
budget meeting next month. 

He said: "Frankly I see any clo¬ 
sure of libraries as a retrograde 
step in maintaining community 
facilities and enhancing the cul¬ 
tural aspects of our society. 


"Dorset, like every other county, 
is paying the price for years of 
central government mismanage¬ 
ment of finances.

"Having said that, I would be 
opposed to closing libraries in the 
fight to restore a healthy financial 


situation." 

But Dorset library services man- 
agerTracy Long defended the ap¬ 
proach and said: "Detailed 
discussion and debate is needed 
by county councillors on these 
proposals and no decisions have 
been made at this stage. 

"Like all services in the county 
council, the library service is ex¬ 
pected to find savings in excess of 
£800,000 over the next few years. 

"We are committed to deliver a 
sustainable, efficient and effective 


library service within available re¬ 
sources. We can no longer afford 
to sustain the current level of 
service provision. 

"The proposals are that the 
county council will continue to 
provide a core network of li¬ 
braries spread across the county 
as well as provide a mobile library 
service. 

"Online access to services and 
resources has been very popular 
and this will remain an important 
feature of the service. We also in¬ 


tend to give communities the op¬ 
portunity to run community li¬ 
braries for themselves and 
continue to provide a home li¬ 
brary service to readers who are 
housebound. 

"Weymouth is one of the four 
main libraries and will continue to 
offer a range of stock to include 
books and DVDs for hire and pro¬ 
vide internet access. This library 
will also be open for at least 45 
hours per week to provide access 
for all in the local community." 


Four illegal 
immigrants are 
detained on their 
way to Weymouth 


A SPECIALLY trained dog sniffed out il¬ 
legal immigrants hiding in a Weymouth 
bound paper lorry. 

UK border Agency officers swooped on 
the Polish-registered lorry and found the 
four would-be illegal immigrants hiding 
in the load of dehydrated paper. 

The four Iranians were apprehended in 
Calais after officers working in the French 
port were alerted to their presence by a 
body detection 'sniffer' dog. 

They have now been prevented from en¬ 
tering the country. 

The stowaways were handed over to the 
French border police at about 7:40am on 
Wednesday, January 5th. The vehicle was 
allowed to continue on its journey to its 
destination in Dorset. 

The Polish driver and the haulage com¬ 
pany now each face a potential fine of up

to £2,000 per stowaway if they are unable 
to prove they took steps to secure the ve¬ 
hicle. 

Carole Upshall, UK Border Agency Di¬ 
rector for the South and Europe, said: 
'This incident shows why we base UK 
Border Agency staff in France - to stop 
would-be illegal immigrants before they 
can reach the UK. 

“Our strong presence in French ports 
like Calais helps protect the whole of the 
UK from people illegally entering the 
country. 

“As well as using detection dogs, our 
officers also use heartbeat detectors, car¬ 
bon dioxide probes and detailed manual 
searches to find people who attempt to 
hide in vehicles.” 


Second chance for pub 
over illegal pergola 


A WEYMOUTH pub has had its knuckles 
rapped after it put up a pergola despite 
being earlier refused permission by plan¬ 
ners. 

The Clipper in St Thomas Street faced 
enforcement action to remove the pergola, 
but council officers told a meeting of 
Weymouth and Portland planning com¬ 
mittee that a way forward might have 
been found. 

They said the pergola at the front of the 
late 18th century Grade II listed building 
was “totally inappropriate” and something 
the company which owned the Clipper ac¬ 
cepted should never have been built. 

The suggestion now was that the com¬ 
pany get an architect to look at some form

of more appropriate shelter for customers 
which could be submitted to planners.. 

Councillor Margaret Leicester said the 
pub had breached the rules and had to be 
“brought in line”. 

Committee chairman Councillor Peter 
Farrell said the course taken in similar 
cases had been to give three months to 
comply with council wishes with no serv¬ 
ice of an enforcement notice to allow that 
period for a fresh application to be sub¬ 
mitted. 

Colleagues then voted to approve this 
course of action. 


Delay for relief road opening 


THE opening of Weymouth relief road 
has been held up by the cold weather be¬ 
fore Christmas. 

Although the road was ‘officially 
opened’ by the Princess Royal in De¬ 
cember, no traffic has yet been allowed 
to use it and it is not expected to be 
ready until February at the earliest. 

Dorset County Council’s head of high¬ 


ways, Andy Ackerman, said: “ Resi¬ 
dents have been waiting a long time for 
this scheme and it is unfortunate that the 
unusually cold weather in December 
has pushed the road opening back a 
month. 

“Skanska has done a good job, but 
some things the construction industry 
doesn’t have control over.”

Plain English please, it's easier and cheaper 


O UR wonderful language is so 
often butchered by officialdom 
that you wonder how we ever 
came to produce the likes of Kipling and 
Orwell. 

After a lifetime spent deciphering offi¬ 
cial documents I’ve come to the conclu¬ 
sion that somewhere there must be a 
special school or college which trains 
people to write information reports which 
only they can understand. 

Unfortunately for them there are signs 


that the ordinary councillor is getting a 
bit fed up with bewildering documents, 
reasoning quite correctly that they can 
hardly defend or criticise a policy if they 
don’t know what it is themselves. 

How refreshing, therefore, to see Coun¬ 
cillor Roger Allen refuse to swallow this 
mind numbing comment in a report sec¬ 
tion on capital resources without being 
given an explanation. 

The report read: “Also because of the 
more “business like” approach that the 


council has adopted to its management of 
assets in recent years, the disposal of any 
major asset is now likely to have an ad¬ 
verse revenue impact.” 

Are you still awake? 

Councillor Allen was and he refused to 
move on until someone told him what the 
sentence actually meant in plain English. 

There was a shuffling sort of silence 
until he stepped in and said: “Does it 
mean that, in simple terms, if we flog a 
hotel we lose the rent on it?” 


There was then another brief silence be¬ 
fore officers agreed that he’d got it right. 

I suggest that this has major fiscal ram¬ 
ifications for authority public communi¬ 
cation revenues vis a vis the relationship 
between opaque presentation and its 
sagacious interpretation. 

Or to put it another way, if we could 
wheedle Councillor Allen into writing all 
the reports they would cost much less, be 
much shorter and be a lot easier to under¬ 
stand. 


Ninety per cent increase in 10 years doesn't bode well for the future 


HANDS up anyone who knows what 
the significance of Adur, Ipswich, 
Gateshead and Kingston-upon-Thames 
are? 

No takers, well those four places are 
the only ones in the entire country with 
a higher band D council tax than Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland’s alleged level of 
£1,435.85. 

I say alleged because this figure is 
culled from Government statistics, 
never the most reliable of sources, and 
one I can easily blow apart. 


If it is correct, then why was I charged 
£44 more than the highest rated band D 
property in the country when my home 
is only rated as band C and should be 
substantially lower than this? 

Government claims for band D levels 
strike me as a bit of selective massaging 
of figures to play down just how bad 
the council tax situation is now. 

So as you sell matches on street cor¬ 
ners to raise cash for the next round of 
bills - which could be issued in just 
seven weeks time - I’m sure you’re 


grateful for initial proposals by Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland council to freeze 
council tax for 2011-2012. 

But don’t get too excited because that 
still leaves others such as the county 
council and the police and fire authori¬ 
ties to make decisions on whether to 
freeze their levies and it will be a mira¬ 
cle if that happens. 

So how did we get to such a state of 
penury? The answer is, “very quickly”. 

I’m only living in a band C property 
so I can only comment using those fig¬ 


ures and they make startling reading. 

My records show that a decade ago I 
was barely paying £780, so my council 
tax has increased by a whopping 90 per 
cent in just ten years. Doesn’t fill you 
with much confidence for the future 
does it. 

I therefore suggest a bit of belt tight¬ 
ening may still be necessary ahead of 
getting our 2011-2012 council tax bills 
unless, of course, you’ve followed my 
lead and already sold your belt to help 
pay that bill.

MANY of us buy charity cards for Christmas, 
birthday and other occasions to help support 
good causes. 

But I'd venture to suggest that one of those 
charitable causes on your list isn't the Post Of¬ 
fice.

Chairman David Carter 
said: “The meeting was 
held to encourage people 
to come forward and offer 
their support with commu¬ 
nity elements of the 
scheme which we are look¬ 
ing in to. 

“These include a chil¬ 


dren’s quiz, a free guide to 
the castle, a booklet on the 
castle’s history and an 
audio guide. 

“We are also planning 
two events including a 
Tudor picnic in July on the 
theme of the English Civil 
War because it was Sands¬ 
foot Castle’s most active 
period. 

“The second event we 
are looking at will be in 
2012 when we plan to 


stage the history of the en¬ 
tire castle from when it 
was built in 1539 up to the 
present day.” 

Mr Carter added that 
other projects include the 
building of a virtual 3-D 
model of the castle to go 
on its website so people 
can actually “fly” round 
the castle as it was more 
than five and half centuries 
ago. 

Youth groups and local

Convenience stores stock 
council garden waste sacks 


WEYMOUTH and Portland coun¬ 
cil is now working with Londis 
stores to make it possible for them 
to sell garden waste sacks. 

The idea is to make it easier for 
residents to buy the sacks in their 
local area outside council office 
hours yet within their daily rou¬ 
tine. 

The bags are currently on sale at 
Londis stores in Abbotsbury Road 
and Westham Road in Weymouth 
for £1.10 per sack, the same price 
as those supplied at the council of¬ 
fices on North Quay. 

The price of the official sacks 
covers the cost of the council’s 


household collection service for 
garden waste and, if the scheme is 
successful, then the council may 
look to extend this to other stores 
across the borough. 

Londis manager David Hiscutt 
said: “We are delighted to be able 
to work with the council to offer 
these sacks at our stores. 

“They will be available seven 
days a week until 10pm every 
night at both our Westham Road 
store in the town centre and 
our Abbotsbury Road store. This is 
great when people decide to sort 
their garden out over a weekend 
and can’t get to the council offices 


during office hours to pick up a 
garden waste bag. Now they can 
easily pop in to our stores and get 
the job done when it suits them.” 

Weymouth and Portland envi¬ 
ronment spokesman Councillor 
Brendan Webster said: “The coun¬ 
cil’s waste team provides an excel¬ 
lent service for a nominal fee by 
collecting garden waste from 
households across the borough to 
help residents who are unable to 
reach a household waste centre or 
compost garden waste at home. 
The team deserve praise for their 
innovative and flexible approach 
to enhancing this provision.”

The thought of the Select Committee 
makes Christmas a distant memory 


THE Christmas holidays (rather shorter for some of us 
than others) are now firmly over and Westminster is 
back to work with a vengeance. 

From my own point of view, the dates of Parliament 
sitting are not particularly significant, since both con¬ 
stituency work and the work of government go on re¬ 
gardless of the Parliamentary timetable - and, as 
someone with responsibility for policy in general rather 
than for any particular Department, I do not find myself 
spending hours and hours taking particular legislation 
through the House of Commons. 

But, occasionally, I am called into the House to answer 
questions from a Select Committee or on the floor of 
the House itself. And this is exactly what happened just 
after Parliament came back to work in the New Year. I 
was commanded to appear before the Public Adminis¬ 
tration Select Committee to answer questions about the 
Government’s business plans. 

This is a fairly terrifying ordeal for any Minister. The 
Government’s business plans span around 500 pages of 
densely packed timetables and data. And, despite the 
fact that I have been involved in constructing all of 
them, it is manifestly impossible to remember every¬ 
thing about all of them at any one moment. 

But the members of the Select Committee in a horse¬ 
shoe opposite the luckless interviewee, can ask anything 
about anything and they certainly expect a coherent an¬ 
swer without delay. 

You have only got to exhibit a slight hesitation and a 


pause for thought to find yourself with the piercing eyes 
of every member of the Committee clearly indicating 
that they have spotted a Minister who doesn’t know 
what he is talking about. 

And, of course, there is nothing that Parliamentarians 
enjoy more than discovering that a fellow Member who 
has the luck to be in ministerial office is incompetent. 

The other terrifying feature of the scene is that there 
is a very fine convention that, however rebarbative or 
aggressive the Committee becomes, the witness appear¬ 
ing before it must always recognise it as an emanation 
of the majesty of Parliament and must maintain com¬ 
plete courtesy. 

So any attempt to respond in a way that would suggest 
any lack of esteem for the Committee itself, or for the 
questions it is posing is regarded as a case of lese ma- 
jeste and leads to immediate disaster for the Minister or 
other witness concerned. 

This, of course, helps to keep the atmosphere much 
more sensible than it typically is in the bear-pit of Prime 
Minister’s Questions; but it also means that you have a 
very distinct feeling of treading continuously on egg 
shells. 

In the event, on this occasion, I am happy to report 
that the Committee was gentle enough - but preparing 
for the event and walking into the room was certain 
enough to dispel any memories of the Christmas pud¬ 
ding. 


Cut waste, bin less, save money 

REDUCING waste by one kilo per household a week could save Dorset County Council a mas¬ 
sive £800,000 this year. Last year Dorset households threw away a total 200,000 tonnes of rub¬ 
bish - the same weight as around 14,000 double decker buses. Around 97,000 tonnes of this 
household waste was sent to landfill resulting in a cost to the Dorset taxpayer of £6.8million. 
Over the next four years landfill tax is set to rocket by an extra £32 a tonne costing around a 
further £3m per year. 

Residents are being urged to cut the amount of rubbish they throw in their bins by a kilo a 
week. If every household reduced their waste by the equivalent of a bag of sugar, Dorset could 
save £800,000 this year, increasing to £1.1 m in four years time. 

Dorset County Council's cabinet member for the environment Robert Gould said:"Residents 
have shown they are enthusiastic recyclers but we want to encourage them to go further and 
reduce the amount of waste they produce in the first place. As landfill costs are set to escalate, 
it's increasingly important for people to bin less rubbish. 

"The easiest way to cut waste by a kilo a week is to reduce the amount of food thrown in 
the bin. Surprisingly, around a third of the food we buy ends up being thrown away. Cutting 
this will save money on weekly food bills and help protect the environment as well as help us 
reduce our huge landfill tax and disposal costs - imagine how the money saved could be put 
to better use on providing other services."

Portuguese artist displays'war 
rug'at Bridport Arts Centre 


DOES a single object create an exhibition? In this in¬ 
stance, Bridport Arts Centre's Allsop Gallery features 
the first showing of artist Carlos Noronha Feio's lat¬ 
est and giant 'war rug' - so large it commands the 
entire gallery leaving only room for an audience, and 
this dramatic work certainly deserves a thoughtful 
one. 

Carlos Noronha Feio is an artist who weaves his 
own national identity with others he encounters. His 
work is engaged with the points at which geography 
and migration meet, where different cultures collide, 
interfere and impose their own imperatives on each 
other. 

War rugs have a long history in 
Afghanistan, revived significantly at 
the time of the Russian occupation a 
generation ago. As with other rugs 
designed and commissioned by Car¬ 
los, he works with carpet weavers in 
Arrailos in his native Portugal. They 
work only using local traditional 
techniques and methods of produc¬ 
tion. These express great similarities 
with those found in Afghanistan, 
both arising from the influences of 
the ancient Moorish culture they 
hold in common. 

The exhibition programme in¬ 
cludes talks, significantly a conversa¬ 
tion between the artist and Michael 
Petry, curator of the Royal Academy 
Schools gallery and co-author of 'In¬ 
stallation art in the new Millenium.' 

His forthcoming book 'The art of not 
making - the artist, artisan relation¬ 


ship' from Thames & Hudson referencing Carlos's 
work, is being published in April. 

A performance of a collaboration with musician 
Ergo Phizmizwill add a soundtrack to the several lay¬ 
ers of meanings in the rug. Details of both events will 
be on the Arts Centre website. 

The exhibition includes opportunities for group 
visits both discussion based, or practical, interactive 
sessions. If you think your school, community group 
or society would be interested in this, please contact 
the Box Office at Bridport Arts Centre.

DORCHESTER Town came within a minute 
of providing a deserved upset in this FA

AFC Bournemouth loanee Jayden Stock- 
ley made his home debut for the county 
town side which saw flu victim Jermyn and 
Kyle Critchell, having recovered from his 
knee injury, replace James Coutts and Jake 
Smeeton in the starting line-up 

With a strong wind blowing down the 
pitch and an uneven sandy surface, both 
sides struggled to play any constructive 
football, and with a nit-picking referee 
who stopped the game at every opportu¬ 
nity, the first-half by and large was scrappy. 

Dorchester playing with the wind behind 
them had most of the early play, with 
Stockley showing that he was not afraid to 
get stuck in and winning some good ball 
in the air.

Academy sets World Record 


THE Weymouth & Porland Sailing 
Academy has received confirma¬ 
tion that it has officially set the 
Guinness World Record™ for the 
largest Parade of Boats'. 

The attempt took place on Sun¬ 
day, July 25 2010 on the Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland waters and 
featured over 300 young Optimist 
sailors. 


The requirements to set the new 
world record were extensive; re¬ 
quiring 300 plus people, all hold¬ 
ing a full licence for their boat, to 
sail a minimum distance of two 
miles without any significant gaps 
in the flow of boats. 

The attempt was completed 
with a total of 318 Optimist sailors. 

The record attempt required a 


huge amount of skill from the 
young sailors, all aged between 
seven and 15, who had to navi¬ 
gate the two mile course whilst 
keeping a distance of less than 
two-boat lengths from the other 
boats. 

The success of the attempt can 
be attributed to the talent of the 
sailors who were welcomed from 
across Europe, Asia, United Arab 
Emirates and even Oceania. 

Many of them will have aspira¬ 
tions of Olympic sailing one day 
like many of their predecessors 
from the Optimist class. 

John Tweed, Chief Executive at 
the Weymouth and Portland Na¬ 
tional Sailing Academy, com¬ 
mented:'We are extremely proud 
of what we accomplished back in 
July, now officially being a world 
record holder, I want to extend a 
big thanks to everyone that made 
it possible.

PAUL BLAKE is in good heart and form ahead of the I PC 
World Championships that start in Christchurch, New

I 
knew when he resigned that the writing 
was on the wall and I was fighting a losing 
battle. 

I have, for the second time around, put 
my heart and soul into this venture in very 
trying circumstances. Fans often don't

know how difficult it is to get players to 
come to the club and stay when the sands 
are shifting all the time and the club often 
seems to be in crisis.
